Public Weighers. 
Austin, Texas, July 31.—According 
to the records in the office 
of the 
Secretary of State there are three 
public weighers in Medina 
County, 
Emil Garteiser of Hondo; Henry Wer- 
nette of D'Hanis and P. E. Lindsey of 
Dewine. 
Under the act passed by the T h irty -1 
sixth legislature early this year, pro­ 
vision is mane for a public weigher in 
each of the seven justice precincts in , 
the county, if in the judgment of the 
Commissioners Court that number of i 
weighers is necessary. Weighers here- I 
to fore elected are to continue in office, J 
and in precincts where there are no 
weighers th e appointment is to be 
made by the County Commissioners, 
within sixty days from June 18, 1919. 
The new law requires that each public i 
weigher must give a bond in the sum I 
of $2500.00; must he reported to the 
Commissioner of Markets and Ware­ 
houses and from him receive a com­ 
mission, must have a seal and take an 
oath of office. 
The law provides that 
no person can act as weigher for the 
pubiic for hire without being appoint­ 
ed or elected, and that he must qualify 
aa stated. 
It follows therefore that 
only an individual can qialify. 
lf the new law is followed to the 
letter, it will make more important 
the office of public weigher. 
The

Animal Life in the Woods. 


European travelers frequently allude 
to the American forest i s rem arkable 
for Its solitude and deficiency of ani­ 
mal life. 
A foreigner is struck with 
surprise, when rambling through the 
bush, at the scarcity of birds, rabbits, 
and hares, and astonished when in the 
deepest recesses of the wild country 
he sees no increase of their numbers. 
When paddling his canoe through lake 
and river he will startle but few pairs 
of exceedingly timid waterfowl, where 
In Europe they swam in multitudes. 
This scarcity of animals, I would re­ 
mark, is not peculiar to the American 
wilderness. 
The same fact has been 
observed in extensive forests both in 
Europe and Asia ; and In proportion as 
the traveler penetrates Into their in­ 
teriors he finds a smaller num ber of 
animals of alm ost every species. Birds,,

insects and quadrupeds will multiply 
In a certain ratio with the progress of 
agriculture, so long a* there remains a 
sufficiency of wild wood to afford them 
a refuge and a home.

The cotton marketing season will 
soon he on in South Texas. 
At this 
writing (the middle or July) the aver­ 
age condition of the cotton crop all 
over ♦he cotton belt is considerably be­ 
low normal, owing to a late, unfavor­ 
able spring, excessive rains, and heavy 
boll-weevil damage. 
This condition, 
taken with the reduced acreage, indi 
cates a crop far below normal, and 
that, too, at a time when the world’s 
supply of raw cotton isgreatly depleted 
and just as the conclusion of world 
peace ie opening the channels of com­ 
merce to unrestricted intercourse. This 
would indicate a good price for the 
staple, and the market baa been re­ 
sponding steadily to this bullish con­ 
dition recently. 
Now it behooves the 
farmer to realize this very elemental 
fact if he himself and not some one 
else ie to profit by these conditione, 
The spinners are buying sparingly— 
only bo much as they have demands in 
eight for—and if we rush our cotton on 
the market pell-mell, as fast as picked, 
we force down the price and ourselves 
become the worst kind of besra. 
The 
logical, the businese-like, the patriotic 
thing is to figure out carefully our coat 
of production, add a reasonable profit 
to that and sell only as we can realize 
that price, storing and keeping in a 
good merchantable condition the bal­ 
ance until the demand will absorb it at 
our price.

Of course to demand our price for 
our cotton pre-supDoses several things 
without which as a foundation 
our 
hopes of a renumerative price are 
builded upon the sands and are destined 
to crumble beneath our 
feet. 
We 
must first of all be independent of the 
credit man. 
To be independent of the 
credit man we must be able to finance 
pur own operations. 
To finance our 
own operations we must live at home. 
Therefore, the first requisite of in­ 
dustrial independence for the Southern 
farmer is a system of agriculture that 
will make the living secure aside from 
the cotton crop and allow it to be a 
surplus cash crop 
entirely. 
Then, 
secondly, we must have storage facil­ 
ities for safely and economically ware­ 
housing the product in order that it 
may be kept in a sound, merchantable 
condition until the demands of con­ 
sumption will absorb it. 
There is cot­ 
ton in Texas today that has lain out in 
the open rotting since last season, and 
the owners deserve the loss they are 
going to suffer. 
The only lamentable 
thing about it is these rotten bales 
help to depress the price for every 
body concerned in the crop. 
And, 
thirdly, having our own living secured 
and storage facilities povided sufficient 
to care for our product, we must have 
the backbone to demand and stand for 
what is our own. 
In this way and in 
no other is the farmer destined to be 
his own master and enjoy his just share 
of the wealth he creates.

Start of Big Industry. 
Upon the invention of a machine for 
sewing leather shoes, for which the 
patent was issued to Gordon McKay, 
April 2ft, 1862, was built the groat boot 
ond shoe industry of the United States. 
McKay purchased, in 1859, Blake’s sew­ 
ing machine, which was one simply 
using wax thread, with a stationary 
horn attached. 
While the machine In­ 
tended for sewing boots and shoes op­ 
era ted well in parts of th** work. It 
failed in stitching the heels arid toes. 
McKay changed the feeding apparatus, 
introduced automatic contrivances, and 
finally 
was 
successful 
In 
adapting 
It to all kinds of work. 
After the 
breaking out of the Civil war, McKay 
In gnu to make army shoes, and in 
1862 made contracts with 62 firms for 
their use. 
In 1S76, 1,500 were in op 
eration. 
These machines have been 
used in foreign countries, ami more 
than IOO,000,000 shoes are annually 
made on them in the United States.
